THE  The  illustration  on  the  right 

COLD-STORAGE  shows  a section  of  the  cold- 
PLANT  storage  facilities,  an  adjunct 

to  the  salesroom  on  the  main 
floor.  The  ice-making  machinery  is  operated  by 
electric  power  and  has  cooling  capacity  of  six 
tons.  Owing  to  new  methods  in  storing  the  cold 
air  the  machinery  can  be  shut  down  for  six  hours 
or  more  at  a time  and  still  retain  the  required  tem- 
perature, resulting  in  considerable  storage  economy. 
The  cold-storage  rooms  are  divided  off  into  sections 
so  that  the  expansion  or  contraction  of  business  at 
different  seasons  can  be  handled  without  waste. 
In  the  basement,  directly  under  the  coolers  on  the 
first  floor,  are  overflow  rooms  — also  a freezer  for 
ferns,  galax,  or  anything  that  requires  a tempera- 
ture of  thirty  degrees.  We  were  the  first  to  intro- 
duce the  modern  ammonia-cooling  process  gradually 
being  copied  in  the  trade.

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OUTDOOR  ROSES  IN  THE  CUT- FLOWER  TRADE 


Of  late  years  the  ordinary  outdoor  roses  have 
not  cut  much  figure  in  the  wholesale  market;  in 
fact,  they  are  now  a negligible  quantity.  But  the 
climbing  roses,  since  the  advent  of  the  Crimson 
Rambler,  followed  by  others  of  similar  character, 
have  become  more  and  more  important,  until  now  they  are  one  of  the 
staples  during  June  and  July. 

CRIMSON  RAMBLER 

The  glowing  crimson  sprays  of  this  universal  favorite,  when  well  grown 
and  of  good  length,  find  a ready  sale.  They  are  useful  for  all  kinds  of 
decorative  work,  and  are  especially  suitable  in  many  ways  for  “June  Girl” 
functions.  Graceful,  well-flowered  sprays  lend  themselves  admirably  to 
church  and  home  decorations,  and  may  be  used  also  in  basket  and  bouquet 
work  to  good  advantage. 

TAUSENDSCHON 

This  comes  somewhat  earlier  into  bloom  than  Crimson  Rambler  and  is 
exceedingly  beautiful.  When  first  opening  the  flowers  are  a delightful  shade 
of  soft  pink  turning  to  carmine  on  reverse  of  petals  when  fully  open.  They 
are  produced  in  trusses  of  from  ten  to  fifteen  flowers,  each  truss  a veritable  bouquet — the 
individual  flowers  being  very  large  for  this  type  of  rose — two  to  three  inches  across  and 
beautifully  formed. 

DOROTHY  PERKINS 

In  season,  this  follows  the  Crimson  Rambler.  The  flowers  are  large,  of  a soft  shell 
pink,  and  are  borne  in  fine  long  sprays.  A good  keeper  and  a splendid  rose  in  every  way. 


LADY  GAY 

Delicate  cerise  pink,  passing  off  to  blush.  iV  very  vigorous  grower;  and  the  foliage  a fine  deep  green.  1 he  com- 
bination of  the  cherry  pink  buds,  the  blush  of  the  open  flowers;  and  the  deep  green  of  the  foliage  is  indeed  charming, 
and  makes  this  rose  one  of  the  most  popular  of  all  the  Ramblers. 


OUR  GROWERS 

Our  growers  have  planted  largely  of  the  leading  varieties  of  Ramblers  for  cut-flower  trade,  and  we  are  now  in  a 
position  to  take  care  of  the  increasing  demand.  We  have  mentioned  above  the  four  leading  sorts,  but  we  have  others 
and  can  supply  a good  assortment  during  the  season. 


SINGLE  ROSES  IN  THE  CUT -FLOWER 

TRADE 

With  the  exception  perhaps  of  such  varieties  as  American  Pillar  and 
Hiawatha,  which  are  used  considerably  during  the  outdoor  season  in  June 
and  July,  the  single  rose  was  almost  unknown  in  the  cut-flower  trade  until 
the  advent  of  Irish  Fire  Flame,  which  we  were  instrumental  in  introducing 
last  year. 


IRISH  FIRE  FLAME 

The  illustration  would  make  it  appear  that  this  is  a double  rose,  but  it 
only  looks  so  in  the  bud  stage.  When  full  open  it  is  a five-petaled  single. 
The  color  in  bud  form  is  a fiery  orange  red,  shading  to  lighter  at  the  base. 
When  full  open  it  is  a bright  salmon.  In  both  stages  it  is  the  daintiest  and 
sweetest  little  rose  imaginable.  It  does  splendidly  at  a temperature  of  56 
degrees,  and  flowers  profusely  during  the  winter  months.  The  growth  is 
strong  and  vigorous;  good  stem;  fine,  healthy,  dark-green  foliage,  reverse  of 
leaf  a deep  bronze.  A fine  feature  of  this  rose  is  that  it  does  not  require  dis- 
budding, as  it  really  shows  up  more  gracefully  when  one  or  more  undeveloped 
buds  appear  alongside  the  mature  flower. 
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CARNATIONS 


Next  to  the  rose  the  carnation  holds  the 
premier  position  in  the  cut-flower  world. 
The  carieties  do  not  maintain  so  long  their 
pristine  perfection  as  in  the  rose,  but  they 
are  more  “sporty”  and  give  us  ever  re- 
newed perfection  in  new  varieties  from 
year  to  year.  Our  Company  keeps  in  close 
touch  with  the  leading  growers  and  is 
always  among  the  first  to  offer  the  best  and 
latest.  What  was  a good  variety  a few 
years  ago  is  forgotten  today.  Like  the 
rose,  the  carnation  is  now  nearly  ever- 
blooming,  and  can  be  had  all  the  year 
"round.  Of  course,  in  midsummer  the 
flowers  are  small  but  at  all  other  seasons 
the  finest  of  this  deliciously  fragrant  and 
charming  flower  can  be  had  in  perfection. 
Dianthus : Dios-Jove  Antlius — a flower; 

truly  well  named — “the  Flower  of  the 
Gods.”  Fisher,  Ward,  Dorner,  and  others 
in  this  country  have  set  a new  standard,  and 
America  now  leads  the  world  in  everbloom- 
ing  carnations. 


GARDENIAS 

This  remarkable  flower  has  again  become 
very  fashionable,  the  leaders  of  the  strictly 
elect  in  London,  Paris,  Berlin  and  other 
metropolitan  centers  having  decreed  that  it 
is  the  acme ! Philadelphia  and  other  cut- 
flower  markets  in  this  country  have  been 
quick  to  follow  suit.  When  the  Camellia 
was  in  its  glory  in  the  fifties  and  sixties  of 
last  century  the  Gardenia  also  had  a strong 
position,  but  the  latter  is  now  the  only  one 
to  have  a revival.  We  believe  it  is  worthy 
of  it.  Especially  is  this  so  on  account  of 
its  delightful  fragrance ; the  Camellia  has 
none.
